Note Nature of Activities

First Wilshire Securities Management Inc was incorporated in California to operate as registered broker dealer as

member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority FINRA on September 10 1973 On May 24 2012 the

Company formed wholly owned subsidiary named First Wilshire Securities Inc that was incorporated in

California When used in these notes the terms Company we our or us mean First Wilshire Securities

Management Inc and its Subsidiary

Note Accounting Policies

Revenue Recognition

The Company recognizes income and expense on the accrual basis for financial and income tax reporting purposes

Commissions and related clearing expenses are recorded on settlement date basis

Principles of Consolidation

The consolidated financial statements include First Wilshire Securities Management Inc and its wholly-owned

Subsidiary First Wilshire Securities Inc All inter-company transactions and balances have been eliminated from

the consolidated financial statements

Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United

States of America GAAP requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported

amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial

statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period Actual results could

differ from those estimates

Fair Value of Financial Instruments

For certain of the Companys financial instruments including cash and equivalents restricted cash investments

accounts receivable accounts payable accrued liabilities and short-term debt the carrying amounts approximate

their fair values due to their short maturities ASC Topic 820 Fair Value Measurements and Disclosures requires

disclosure of the fair value FV of financial instruments held by the Company ASC Topic 825 Financial

Instruments defines FV and establishes three-level valuation hierarchy for disclosures of FV measurement that

enhances disclosure requirements for FV measures The carrying amounts reported in the consolidated balance

sheets for receivables and current liabilities each qualify as financial instruments and are reasonable estimate of

their fair values because of the short period of time between the origination of such instruments and their expected

realization and their current market rate of interest The three levels of valuation hierarchy are defined as follows

Level inputs to the valuation methodology are quoted prices for identical assets or liabilities in active markets

Level inputs to the valuation methodology include quoted prices for similar assets and liabilities in active markets

and inputs that are observable for the asset or liability either directly or indirectly for substantially the full term of

the financial instrument

Level inputs to the valuation methodology are unobservable and significant to the fair value measurement

The Company analyzes all financial instruments with features of both liabilities and equity under ASC 480

Concentration of Credit Risk

Financial instruments that potentially subject the Company to concentrations of credit risk are cash accounts

receivable and other receivables arising from its normal business activities The Company places its cash in what it

believes to be credit-worthy financial institutions However cash balances have exceeded the FDIC insured levels at

various times during the year and at year-end The Company controls credit risk related to accounts receivable

through credit approvals credit limits and monitoring procedures The Company routinely assesses the financial

strength of its customers and based upon factors surrounding the credit risk establishes an allowance if required

for uncollectible accounts and as consequence believes that its accounts receivable credit risk exposure beyond

such allowance is limited

Income Taxes

The Company utilizes FASB ASC Topic 740 Accounting for Income Taxes which requires recognition of

deferred tax assets and liabilities for the expected future tax consequences of events that were included in the

financial statements or tax returns Under this method deferred income taxeS are recognized for the tax

consequences in future years of differences between the tax bases of assets and liabilities and their financial

reporting amounts at each period end based on enacted tax laws and statutory tax rates applicable to the periods in

which the differences are expected to affect taxable income Valuation allowances are established when necessary

to reduce deferred tax assets to the amount expected to be realized

The Company follows FASB ASC Topic 740 Accounting for Uncertainty in Income Taxes When tax returns are

filed it is likely that some positions taken would be sustained upon examination by the taxing authorities while

others are subject to uncertainty about the merits of the position taken or the amount of the position that would be

ultimately sustained The benefit of tax position is recognized in the financial statements in the period during

which based on all available evidence management believes it is more likely than not that the position will be

sustained upon examination including the resolution of appeals or litigation processes if any Tax positions taken

are not offset or aggregated with other positions Tax positions that meet the more-likely-than-not recognition

threshold are measured as the largest amount of tax benefit that is more than 50% likely of being realized upon

settlement with the applicable taxing authority The portion of the benefits associated with tax positions taken that

exceeds the amount measured as described above is reflected as liability for unrecognized tax benefits in the

accompanying balance sheets along with any associated interest and penalties that would be payable to the taxing

authorities upon examination Interest associated with unrecognized tax benefits is classified as interest expense and

penalties are classified in selling general and administrative expenses in the statements of income

At September 30 2012 and 2011 the Company had not taken any significant uncertain tax positions on its tax

returns for September 30 2012 and 2011 or in computing its tax provisions
